Proviso. 

The people of the State of Wisconsin represented in 
Senate and Assembly, do enact as foliates: 

SECTION 1. All that portion of the road rnnning through 
section sixteen (16) and seventeen, (17) in the town of Lis-
bon and county of Waukesha, known as the Milwaukee 
and llustisford state road surveyed by Rodman Palmer, 
and laid out by Robert Black, George Syme, and John 
Whip, commissioners appointed by the legislature in the 
year 1848, be and the same is hereby declared to be a pub-
lic highway : Provided, That no person be entitled to re-
cover damages in consequence of the locating said road 



who were not entitled to recover damages at the time of lo-
cating the same.

The people of the State of Wisconsin represented in 
Senate and Assembly, do enact as follows : 

SECTION 1. That an act entitled "an act to amend an act 
to change the corporate limits and powers of the town of Act oalenit'l. 
Green Bay," approved February eighteenth, eighteen hun- 
dred and forty-two, be and the same is hereby so amended 
that the president and trustees of the said town have pow-
er to levy a tax on the assessed property within the corpo-
rate limits of' said town, or on the property in either ward, 
of one mill upon the dollar valuation, to be taken from the 
last assessment roll of said town, for the purpose of im-
proving and repairing the streets of said town ; said tax to 
be collected and expended in the ward in which it was 
raised, under the direction of the president and trustees of 
the said town. 

SEC. 2. Should the voters of either ward fail to elect Clerk may ap-
trustees on the day appointed by law, some other day for nd e ection. 
the election may be appointed by the clerk of the board of 
trustees upon the application of five voters of said ward, 
he giving at least ten days' notice of the time and place of 
meeting. 

SEC. 3. All parts of said act, or any other law now in Acts re esied  
force conflicting with the provisions of this act, are hereby 
repealed.
